Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  gramting  of  a right 
of  Perry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  miattcr  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  lequire  the 
publication  of  a notice  clearly  end  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  (he  ni)plication  re,f('rs  to  any  jiroposed  work, 
indicating  sutiieiendy  the  loc.atiou  of  the  work,  to 
Ik?  signed  by  or  on  Ix'half  of  the  applic.'uit.

Ill  the  British  Columiua  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newsiiaper  ])ubli.shed  in  each  Electoral  District 
atb'cti'd,  or  if  there  be  no  newsiiaper  published 
therein,  (ben  in  a newspaiiiu’  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a lU'wsjiaper  is  pub- 
lishial.

And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Pidvate  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  unih  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  aflS- 
davit  or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned.
